"He came from Lincolnshire In Eng- 


land, and embarked for America with

In 1531 he returned 
to England In tho ship Lyon and 
Liought out his family to Boston. Dur- 
ing bis rrs'.dence in Boaton, he was one 
of tbo Qr,t merchants there, and bmlt 
the first brick house in the town. ' He 
became dissatisfied with tbe Eclesiasii- 
cil eovernment in Mnssachusett,, and 
in 1033 associated himself with seven- 
teen othera who purchased Rhode Is- 
land of the natives. 
Mr. Coddlngton 


came to Aqnidueck (now Rhode Islsnd) 
to look for a place of settlement about 
tno time of tbo Peqnot wir, which 
ibows an Intention ol planting a new 
colony some time before the plan was 
seriously undertaken. 
He with seven- 


teen others, his aasoclates.incorporateil 
thomselvei on the Tib day of March, 
1637-8, and elected their chief magis- 
trate or judge. He purchased the Is- 
land in his own name a« agent for the 
company, the deed of whiob is dated 
24tb of March 1831 8. Tbe actual .et- 
tlement took place early in May.and the 
first public meeting was he d May 13, 
1638, at Portsmouth. He held the obiet 
magistracy of tha Iiland until U was in- 
corporated with Providence and War. 
wick in 1M1. He removed from Porto- 
moutb, with eight others of the pro- 
prietor. In 1630, andiettled the town of 
Newport, and was the first man en- 
gaged In commerce.in that town. 
In 


1661 he was appointed by the supreme 
authority in Kngland.a Governor of the 
I.lands in Nairaganselt Bay, which 
again separated the Iiland of Rhode Is- 
land from the towns on tho main land 
for about three years. After which he 
lived retired from public life for Mine
